Prom Promise event held at New Brockton High School 


Emergency vehicles and 
sirens could be seen and 
heard at New Brockton 
High School on Wednesday, 
April 13, but thankfully the 
situation was an exercise 
and the opportunity for stu- 
dents to see firsthand the 
impact decisions can have 
on one’s life. 

Sgt. Stacey Austin, 
School Resource Officer 
with the Coffee County 
Sheriff’s office, put together 
a Prom Promise event for 
juniors and seniors from 
Coffee County Schools with 
the assistance of multiple 
agencies, school officials, 
and local businesses. 

Following a presentation 
from Alabama Law En- 


forcement Agency (ALEA/ 
Alabama State Troop- 
ers) and Mother’s Against 
Drunk Driving (MADD), 
a real-world scenario took 
place with two donated 
vehicles placed as though 
they had been involved in 
a traffic accident in which 
one driver, role-played by 
a student from NBHS, was 
driving under the influence. 
Multiple other students 
role-played ‘with various 
levels of injuries. 

Live emergency radio 
traffic was broadcast for the 
juniors and seniors in at- 
tendance to hear, as law en- 
forcement from the Coffee 
County Sheriff’s office were 
dispatched to respond to the 


scene, and shortly thereaf- 
ter New Brockton Volun- 
teer Fire Department and 
Enterprise Rescue also re- 
sponded. Upon arriving “on 
scene” Coffee County Sher- 
iff’s deputies would conduct 
field sobriety tests of the 
driver, while firefighters and 
medics worked to extricate 
other “victims” from the ve- 
hicles. New Brockton Vol- 
unteer FD also coordinated 
setting up a landing zone 
and Survival Flight landed 
and transported one patient. 

Additionally, one victim 
was declared deceased by

However, citizens who 
completed these tests will 
not be issued a copy of their 
license until offices are re- 
opened. County offices will 
remain open during the tran- 
sitional period but strictly 
for revenue and probate sef- 
vices. 

Once LEADS is live, citi- 
zens will have access to a 
variety of new options and 
enhanced services such as 
allowing individuals the 
ability to pre-apply for an 
Alabama Driver License 
and enter all necessary in- 
formation prior to visiting a 
local office.
